It dev eloped that Mr. Conger, In 
compliance with a suggestion from Sec­ 
retary Had had submitted to the state 
department a list of 10 or 12 names of 
Chinese officials who were prominent 
In the Boxer mov ement against the 
foreigners and in a measure were re­ 
sponsible for the assaults upon the le­ 
gations in Peking. These officials, Mr 
Conger believ es, should he Included 
with Prince Tuan and others in any 
punishments which are to be indicted 
upon those who took a prominent part 
In the Peking outrages. 
It is not un­ 
likely that the position of this gov ern 
meut, in regard to the punishment of 
these officials will be stated in the 
French note. 
It Is conceded that the failure of 
the effort to induce the Chinese court 
to return to Peking has done much to 
retard the peace negotiations, although 
these are still possible if the authoritv 
conferred upon Li Hung Chang and 
Prince Ching is sufficient.

He added, by way 
of more complete, explanation, that “it 
has only now been invoked to justify 
tke proposed establishment of colonial 
governments, which are confessedly to 
be and to remain outside of the con­ 
stitution.” 
In 
this 
historical state­ 
ment, Governor Hill is forty years out 
of the road; for the doctrine that he 
denounces was proudly incorporated 
by the Republican party in its national 
platform of 1860, upon which Abra­ 
ham Lincoln stood at the time of his 
election to be president of the United 
States. The seventh plank in that plat­ 
form reads: 
“7. That the new dogma,—that the 
constitution, of its own force, carries 
slavery into any or ail of the terri­ 
tories of the United States,—is a dan­ 
gerous 
political 
heresy, at variance 
with the explicit provisions of that in ­ 
strument itself, with contemporaneous 
exposition, and with legislative and ju­ 
dicial precedent;, is revolutionary in its 
tendency and subversive of the peace 
and harmony ot the country.” 
lf this quotation is not plain enough 
to show 
the genesis of the present 
Democratic way of stating the doctrine

it the Republican national platform of 
he same year, to-wit:

There Is the Democratic party ar­

■lavery into free territory. 
That too, 
as today, was done 
under the very 
Identical plea that they now put for­ 
ward, that “the constitution of its own 
force carries slavery into any territory 
■of the United States.” Mr. Hill knows 
perfectly well where the Democratic 
party got Its pretended warrant for the 
doctrine that it advocated forty years 
ego, and which it has now revived.

Characteristic as one of Bryan’s part 
truths that are more false than a full 
lie, is his reiteration that “the Repub­ 
lican party many years ago disfran­ 
chised the negro in the District of Co­ 
lumbia.”

David B. Hill, of New York, 
in a speech at Brooklyn recently, de­ 
clared that, “it is monstrous doctrine 
that the constitution does not extend 
to the territories." He added, by way 
of more complete, explanation, that “it 
has only now been invoked to justify 
the proposed establishment of colonial 
governments, which are confessedly to 
be and to remain outside of the con­ 
stitution." 
In 
this 
historical state­ 
ment, Governor Hill is forty years out 
of the road; for the doctrine that he 
denounces 
was proudly incorporated 
by the Republican party in its national 
platform of 1860, upon which Abra­ 
ham Lincoln stood at the time of his 
election to be president of the United 
States. The seventh plank in that plat­ 
form reads: 
“7. That the new dogma,—that the 
constitution, of its own force, carries 
slavery into any or ail of the terri­ 
tories of the United States,—is a dan­ 
gerous 
political 
heresy, at variance 
with the explicit provisions of that in ­ 
strument itself, with contemporaneous 
exposition, and with legislative and ju­ 
dicial precedent; is revolutionary in its 
tendency and subversive of the peace 
and harmony ut the country.” 
lf this quotation is not plain enough 
to show 
the 
genesis of the present 
Democratic way of stating the doctrine 
that “the 
constitution 
follows 
the 
flag," 
that had 
its 
birth 
in 
sup­ 
port of 
human slavery, it is put 
beyond question by the eighth section 
C 
if the Republican national platform of 
be same year, to-wit: 
“8. 
That the normal condition of 
all the territory of the United States 
is ihsu of freedom; that, as our repub­ 
lican fathers, w hen they had abolished 
slavery in all our national territory, 
ordained that no person should be de­ 
prived of life, liberty, 
or 
property 
without due process of law, it becomes 
our duty, by legislation, whenever such 
legislation is necessary, to maintain 
this provision 
of 
the 
constitution 
against all attempts to violate it; and 
we deny the authority of congress, of 
a territorial legislature, or of any in­ 
dividuals, to give legal existence to 
slavery in any territory of the United 
States." 
There is the Democratic party ar­ 
raigned 
forty 
years ago for setting 
aside the express provisions of the 
constitution itself, in order to force 
■lavery into free territory. 
That too, 
as today, was done 
under the very 
identical plea that they now put for­ 
ward, that "the constitution of its own 
force carries slavery Into any territory 
of the United States." Mr. Hill knows 
perfectly well where the Democratic 
party got its pretended warrant for the 
doctrine that it advocated forty years 
ago, and which it has now revived. In 
aupport uf it, he quoted a United States 
supreme court decision, which he gavs 
a* “19 Howard, 396-477,” denying that 
congress has plenary power to rule 
territory at its discretion. 
Mr. HIU is too good a lawyer not to 
know that the quotation, whose orig.u 
he thus concealed

technical 
Phrase, was really that most actuated 
opinion of Chief Justice Taney, known 
aa the Dred Scott decision, by which 
control over the extension of the area 
of slavery was denied to congress and 
to any and every territory; and its 
fight to indefinite expansion was de­ 
clared by a majority of the supreme 
court to tie implied in the very terms 
•f the constitution. 
By the Bred Scott decision "slavery 
was “ordained to be the irreversible 
law of the republic,” and tha basis Of

survives today in the 
Democratic national platform adopted

July 5, 1900, in the

flag " This was born of that infamous 
decision, w hich the war shot to pieces, 
when it destroyed human slavery.

Characteristic us one of Bryan’s part 
truths that are more false than a full 
lie, is his reiteration that “the Repub­ 
lican party many years ago distran- 
chised the negro in the District of Co­ 
lumbia."

nor black man has voted in the dis­ 
trict, congress having 
disfranchised 
the citizens oi the capital city for rea­ 
sons it deemed fully sufficient. 
Thus 
right in the District of Columbia itself 
there has been for a quarter of a cen­ 
tury, with the knowledge and consent 
of every party, complete proof oi the 
power vested in congress over all ter­ 
ritory of the United States not yet or­ 
ganized into states. 
The three commissioners appointed 
by the president, without any part in 
their appointment by the residents of 
the district or its taxpayers, govern it 
absolutely under him, regulated only 
by such laws as the congress itself, 
elected from and for the entire coun­ 
try, may enact. Half of the entire ex­ 
penditure of the district 
is 
paid in 
taxes by its property owners, and yet 
they can not vote. They are powerless 
to protect themselves, or to prevent 
any improper acts upon the part of 
their rulers. 
Her® is indeed “taxation 
without 
representation," 
and 
that 
“without the consent of th'* governed.” 
Washington City once had a council 
and an executive elected by its own 
people, but congress took these away 
years ago, and never a Democrat has 
yet said a word about this “bold and 
open violation of the nation’s organic 
law," to quote the Porto Rico plank of 
the platform at Kansae City. All this, 
too, at the very capital of the nation, 
right under the immediate personal no­ 
tice and knowledge of 
the 
United 
States supreme court, and of every 
Democratic senator and representative 
in congress.

At this very hour, in Alaska, in 
Porto Rico. even in the Philippines# 
and in the Indian Territory itself, the 
local residents have more rights of 
self-rule than in the District of Colum­ 
bia, for in all these territories there is 
local self-government, but there is not 
one bit of it in the District of Colum­ 
bia. 


SCHURZ’S FOOL IDEA. 
Of all campaign absurdities the fun­ 
niest is that Carl Schurz plan of elect­ 
ing Bryan, and then tying him up with 
a Republican congress. If he is right, 
he ought to have a congress of his own 
kind, and carry out his wildest notions. 
lf he is wrong, he ought to he kept 
out of all chance for making mischief 
as president. The people of the coun­ 
try appreciate this exactly. 
An Iowa 
farmer hit it off to a nicety when he 
said to Dolliver the other day; 
“They want us to elect Bryan and 
then tie him up, but I think the best 
way to keep him from doing any mis- 
chiel is to tie him up to a haystack 
out an his farm in Nebraska and let 
him stay thare. That is the best place 
for him. 
“The people understand pretty well 
what the effect of electing Bryan will 
be. and they don’t take much stock in 
this idea that his election will do no 
harm."

Bryan prophesies that, in case of Mc­ 
Kinley’s election, the Union will be 
sacrificed to 
imperialism, and 
that 
every young man will have to enter 
the army. 
Bryan proved himself a 
poor prophet in 1896. At that time he 
said: “If McKinley and the Republican 
party should be victorious, and 
re­ 
main at the head of the government 
for the next four years, wages will be 
reduced and hard times will follow. 
The price of wheat will steadily de­ 
cline, while that of gold will steadily 
rise; the capitalists will foreclose the 
mortgages on our homes; factories and 
workshops will be closed. We will not 
only not be able to export any good^, 
but will even have to import such for 
our own necessities. 
Ruin, suffering 
and misfortune will be our lot.” Every­ 
body knows that exactly the opposite 
happened. 
In his despair Bryan grabs at the 
most foolish arguments to catch votes. 
Now he even harps about the German 
loan placed in New York. 
He calls 
attention to the fact that American 
capitalists fight with each 
other to 
make a loan which brings only 4 p- r 
cent, and asks whether it Is one of the 
blessings of a gold standard that mon­ 
ey leaves our country to go abroad — 
Just as if the American people had 
such great love for tho German gov­ 
ernment as to permit a monetary sys­ 
tem which takes money abroad for in­ 
vestment. It is hardly worth virile to 
waste time on such Filly arguments. 
It serves, however, as an Illustration 
of the fact that Bryan does not rely 
upon the principles of a statesman, but

That he Is not a friend 
of the Germans is w*ell known, as he 
never had any use for a German, for 
his defeat 
in 1896 was

Bryan could not refrain from giving 
vent to his spite against the Germans, 
for soon after his defeat he said In a 
public meeting in Des Moines, la.: 
“The last time we were defeated by 
the votes of foreigners. He had a ma­ 
jority of 
the American-born voters. 
The foreigners did not understand the 
Issues at stake, and we could not fur­ 
nish them the necessary campaign lit­ 
erature." 
Of course, these Ignorant foreigners, 
who could not understand Bryan, and 
who would not hear of his fraudulent 
silver dollar, were no others than the 
Germans.

Chicago Bryan suggested “that con­ 
gress should pass a law providing that 
no corporation organized in any state 
should do business outside of the state 
in which it was organized until it re­ 
ceived from some power created by 
congress a license authorizing it to do 
business outside of its own state. 
Whether this would amount to any­ 
thing or not, it suffers from a fatal 
defect—the decision of the United 
States supreme court that 
congress 
controls no corporations, except those 
engaged in commerce 
betwreen 
the 
states, and that manufacturing is not 
such commerce. 
This makes imperative a constitu­ 
tional amendment; and, while Bryan 
in the same speech professed to favor 
it, his party voted solidly against such 
an amendment when they
